prices for everything except farm pro­ 
ducts, the director declared, and as a 
result the farm er does his buying in a 
high market and his selling in a low 
market. 
* 
Farm ers must always produce more 
than just enough if the nation is to 
be fed,” he declared in referring to the 
surplus crop 
situation. 
He 
said it 
would be disastrous to the nation if 
the farm er figured ahead to produce 
just so much, then a bad season inter­ 
vened. The nation would starve under 
such a system, he said. 
A good crop 
is reflected in all phases of American 
life, he declared. 
Mr. Truax said that in the last five 
years farmers have lost thru deprecia­ 
tion of farm values $16,500,000,000 in 
the United States, while stocks and 
bonds and city real estate have been 
selling at new high levels. 
By some 
method stabilization of farm produce 
prices must be effected, he said but 
“we don’t want price fixing, a bonus 
or a subsidy.” 
“The farm er who won’t sell at a fair 
price is the rankest sort of citizen,” J. 
W. Short hill, Omaha, secretary of the 
National Farm Grain Dealers’ associa­ 
tion told the farm er grain dealers. 
“Chances are two to one against the 
man who speculates in grain,” he said 
and the one chance to win is a possible 
rise in the 
price of grain; the 
first 
chance to lose is a possible decrease in 
price and the second is a refusal to 
sell when prices go up. •

OME people, apparently, were in­ 
tended to be vegetarians. 
Meat 
does not agree with them, and 
they should not eat it. On vegetables, 
however, they thrive—either because 
vegetables are a less concentrated food 
or because of their medicinal proper­ 
ties. 
To keep such people satisfied with 
a vegetarian diet, it is essential to 
serve some of the vegetables crisped 
and brown, or in loaves and croquettes 
as appetizing as meats. 
As spinach and stringless beans con­ 
tain iron and furnish important bulk 
Without being at all fattening, they are 
useful in any diet, and especially so 
in that of the vegetarian. 
They may be served as meat sub­ 
stitutes. For instance, when baking a 
casserole of macaroni and cheese, put 
a layer of spinach just under the 
cheese layer. 
Or make spinach cro­ 
quettes by mixing thoroughly a No. 
2Vj can of finely chopped, well-drained 
ipinach, with two hard-boiled eggs, 


chopped, two tablespoons of salt, a 
quarter teaspoon of pepper. Form in­ 
to flat cakes, cover with crumbs and 
brown in hot fat. 
Serve with onion 
sauce made by adding two cups of 
chopped boiled onion with two cups 
of

sauce.

juice for soups. 
For stringless bean croquettes, mix 
a can of drained stringless beans with 
three cups hot boiled rice, three table­ 
spoons chopped onion, cup of grated 
cheese, teaspoon salt, half a teaspoon 
pepper, two well-beaten e?gs. and two- 
thirds cup of fine crumbs. 
Cool, 
form into croquettes, roll in crumbs, 
and brown in bot f::t.

A weekly inspection of the 
battery In winter is not too much. 
The charging rate should he increased 
slightly to compensate for the extra 
load. 
Lightens Battery Work. 
rile w ork of the battery can he 
lightened by using any of the winter 
gasoline, marketed by most oil com­ 
panies. 
These fuels start easier than 
the ordinary gas used in the sumpter. 
The oil should be changed more fre­ 
quently than in warm weather, to pre­ 
vent Crankcase dilution. This evil is 
•aused by the sweating of a cold en­ 
gine, which allows moisture to gather 
inside tie* cylinders and drain into the 
oil. 
Dilution is caused also by too 
free use of the choke, which shoots 
raw gasoline Into the cylinders. This 
gasoline finds its way Into the ccank- 
ase and further thins the oil. Tf too 
much water forms in the oil reservoir, 
it remains at the bottom of the crank­ 
case where the pump is located, and 
may freeze, stalling tile oiling sys­ 
tem and resulting in serious damage 
o the engine. 
Anti-Freeze Mixtures. 
The anti freeze mixture in the ra­ 
diator should be kept at tile proper 
proportions to prevent freezing. Tile 
solution drains away or bj lost from 
various causes, and must be renewed 
at regular intervals. 
The experience of the service sta­

In 13 patients the pain was felt In 
the back, but was found to be due 
to disease of the gall bladder, and 
was only relieved by operation on the 
gall 
bladder, 
which 
removed 
the 
cause of the pain. 
In It persona the backache was an 
early symptom of locomotor ataxia. 
In th** rest, a total of 127 out of 
153 patients examined, the backache 
was found to he caused by some form 
of local infection, 
rn eight patients 
the tonsils were diseased and con­ 
tained small abscesses. 
The pain was 
caused by the Irritation of the nerves 
in tile hack by poisons absorbed from 
th** tonsils. 
After removal of the dis­ 
cased tonsils the pain In the back 
disappeared entirely. 
In 97 patients X ray photographs 
showed j i bs*esses em one or more of 
the teats. 
Removal of the teeth and 
draining 
the abscesses caused the 
pain In the back to disappear. 
In seven patients the wisdom teeth 
had never come through and infection 
hat! developed around them. 
In the 
remaining cases Infection around dead 
tooth roots was responsible.

tary care of their cars, they can save 
.inch trouble and expense. 
One of the g cniest inconveniences ! 
s found in buttery failure due to 
old. 
This is caused by failure to , 
¡« pare the battery for the extra load j 
hat zero weather is bound to put i 
*n it. 
The battery should be kept 
fully charged and tilled with water. 
After tilling, the engine should be 
run for an hour or so before being left 
out in the cold to Insure the acid and 
water 
becoming 
thoroughly 
mixed. 
Otherwise there is a chance of the 
fresh water remaining on top and 
freezing. 
A weekly inspection of the 
battery *in winter is not too much. 
The charging rate should be increased 
slightly to compensate for the extra 
load. 
Lightens Battery Work. 
The work of the battery can be 
lightened by using any of the winter 
/asoiine, marketed by most oil com­ 
panies. 
These fuels start easier than 
the ordinary gas used in the sum pier, 
rite oil should be changed more fre­ 
quently than in warm weather, to pre­ 
vent crankcase dilution. This evil is 
•mist'd by the sweating of ¡i cold en­ 
gine, which allows moisture to gather 
inside tin* cy linders and drain into the 
oil. 
Dilution is caused also by too 
free use of the choke, which shoots 
raw gasoline into the cy linders. This 
gasoline finds its way into the ccank- 
nse and further thins the oil. Tf too 
much water forms in the oil reservoir, 
it remains at the bottom of the crank­ 
case where the pump is located, and 
may freeze, stalling the oiling sy s- 
¡em and resulting in serious damage 
to the engine. 
Anti-Freeze Mixtures. 
The anti freeze mixture In ttie ra 
diator should he kept at ttie proper 
proportions to prevent freezing. The 
solution drains away or i$ lost from 
various causes, and must he renewed 
at regular intervals. 
The experience of the service sta­ 
tion should be utilized by every own­ 
er 
in

The lubrication in 
the transmission should be lightened, 
'ho carburetor should he adjusted, the 
engine oil should b»* changed and pos­ 
sibly a lighter grade used.

REDUCE APPALLING NUMBER OF FATALITIES 


S pk n d id Ty pe of H a rd -S jrfa c e J Road in New York. 


More careful driving and the elimi­ 
nation of railroad crossings will les­ 
sen the appalling number of fatalities 
due to motor accidents, is the opinion 
of B. H. Wait, formerly of ttie New 
York state highway s department and 
an authority on highway « •« » nstruotlon. 
He also believes it is now necessary 
in the designing of roads to build 
them 
wider, 
do 
away 
with 
sharp 
curves, high crowns, and use a mate­ 
rial which will give a nonskid surface. 
“Skidding.” continued Mr. Wait. “Is 
the « -ause of many of the serious ac­ 
cidents. and while some of these ac­ 
cidents are caused primarily by care­ 
less driving, the innocent traveler, 
who gets hit, can be protected to a 
great extent if the pavement has a 
low crown and a n« » nski« i surface. 
“Highway 
engineers, 
in 
general, 
now realize the advantages «>f su« h a 
ty pe of pavement and are now build­ 
ing quite extensively of reinforced 
concrete. 
This gives them a gritty 
» surface on which Hie automobile tires 
obtain great resistance in skidding, 
and this material, not being affected 


by water ly ing on its surface, can be 
built with a lower crown than most of 
the other ty pes of toad construction. 


“By the use *>f concrete ttie neces­ 
sity for oiling and covering is elim 
inated, which does away with many 
accidents as well as damage and de- 
preclatlon on cars. 


“When we consider,” continued Mr 
Wait, “that over 11,000 lives were losi 
last y ear, enough to populate a small 
city , it Is apparent that drastic meas­ 
ures are immediately necessary and I 
am sure that the public in the future 
will he protected by the highway en­ 
gineers of the country , as far a.s pos­ 
sible, by the building of wider and 
better-class pavements. 


“At the same time It will be neces 
sary for the public to interest itself 
in providing money for the elimina­ 
tion of railroad crossings, for the 
building of sidewalks 
in 
suburban 
« « tmnunities so that school children 
will *w» t have to walk on the road 
way s, and In taking measures to cur» > 
the cureless driving.”

of 153 cases examined, Doctor Martyn 
found that they were the result of 
accident, by which one of the Joints 
in the pelvis had been actually dis­ 
located.
